Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty,

1 . The Order set out in the Schedule hereunto annexed shall he TUe Order 
and the same is hereby confirmed, and all the provisions thereof 
shall, from and after the passing of this Act, have full validity and 
force.

THE ATHENRY AND TTJAM. EXTENSION TO CLAREMOERIS 
RAILWAY ORDER, 1890. 

By tlie Lord Lieutenant and Privy CJouncil in Ireland. 

ZETLAls^D. 5 

Whereas the Grand Jury of the County of Mayo, at the Summer Assize?, 
1890, acting in execution of the powers vested in them by the Tramways 
(Ireland) Act, 1860, and the Tramways (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1861, and 
the Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 188S, made the Present- 
ment which is set out in the First Schedule to this order, and thereby approved 10 
of the construction of a Light Eailway connecting Claremorris, in the County 
of Mayo, with Tuam, in the County of Galway, and partly situate in the 
County of Mayo, and partly situate in the County of Galway : 

Andwherens the Grand Jury of the County of Galway, at the Summer 
Assizes. 1890, disapproved of the application of the promoters for power to 15 
construct the said Light Eailway : 

And whereas the Athemy and Tuam Extension to Claremorris Raihvay 
Company, Limited, being the promoters of the said undertaking appealed 
against the disapproval of the Grand Jury of the County of G-alway, pursuant 
to the provisions of section 7 of the Tramway’s (Ireland) Act, I860, to the 20 
Lord Lieutenant iu Council: 

And whereas the Midland Great Western Eailway Company of Ireland, and 
also certain ratepayers of the Baronies of Costello and Erria, in the County of 
Mayo, appealed to the Lord Lieutenant in Council against the herein-before 
recited -approval of the undertaking by the Grand Jury of the County of 25 
Mayo : 

And whereas the Lord Lieutenant lias inquired into the grounds of such 
approval and disapproval by tlic said Grand Juries, respectively : 

And whereas the Athenry and Tuam Extension to Claremorris Railway 
Company, Limited, being the promoters of the said \uidertaking, presented a 30 
memorial to the Lord Lieutenant in Council praying for an order to confirm 
the said Presentment of the Grand Jury of the County of Mayo ; 

And whereas a Provisional Working Agreement dated the 19th of September, 
1890, has been duly entered into between the Waterford and Limerick Railway 
Company and the promoters in pursuance of the said presentment : 

And it appears to the Lord Lieutenant in Council, notwithstanding such 
appeals, expedient to make the order following : — 

Therefore it is ordered by the Lord Lieutenant General and General 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her Majesty's Privy Council 
iu Ireland, that the appeals of the Midland Great AVestem Railway Company 40- 
of Ireland, and also of the said ratepayers of the Baronies of Costello and 
Errip, In the County of Mayo, against the approval of the undertaking by the

Grand Jury of tlie County of Mayo are hereby respectively disallowed, and lS9u. 
the appeal of the promoters against the disapproval of the undertaking by the 
Grand Jury of the County of Galway is hereby allowed, and the making and 
maintaining of the said Light Lailway is hereby autliorwed. 

5 Promoters. 

1. Tile Athenry and Tuam Extension to Claremorrls Railway Company 
Gilmited), shall be the promoters for the purposes of this Order, and the said 
Company and their assigns are in this Oi-der referred to as the “ promoters.” 

Poicer to construct Line. 

10 2. The promoters may in conformity with the provisions of said presentment 

as to weight of rails, permanent way, gi-adient?, stations, appliances, and con- 
veniences, construct, maintain, and work, subject to the provisions of tliis Order 
and of the Acts incorporated licrewitli, the Light Railway described in the 
Second Schedule to this Order, in the directions and levels, with the powers of 
15 deviation (if any), specified and described in the plans, books of reference, and 
sections deposited by the promoters with the Secretaries of the 'Grand Juries 
of the Counties of Mayo and Galway, herein-after referred to as the " deposited 
plans,” and in accordance witli tlie terms and conditions of the presentment set 
forth in the Second Schedule hereto, with all proper rails, plates, offices, engine- 
20 houses, stables, carriage-houses, warehouses, works, and conveniences connected 
therewiil), or for the purposes thereof. 

The promoters shall ei*ect stations at or near the following places, viz. ; — 
Ballancline, Miltown, and Fartagar. 

The rails shall be of steel and not less than 72 pounds to the yard, with 
25 proportionate pennaueiu way, and there shall be no gradients greater than one 
in seventy on any part of the line. The whole Hue shall be constructed to the 
satisfaction of the Waterford and Limenck Railway Company, and all accom- 
modation and appliances of every sort in relation to the undertaking which 
may bo req^uired in pursuance of the said working agreement before the taking 
30 over of tbe line, shall be supplied to tlie satisfaction of the County Surveyor of 
the county of Mayo. The Promoters (subject to the provisions of the said 
Acts), may- by agreement or otherwise purchase, acquire, and hold all such 
lands and easements as may be necessary fur the purposes of the said Light 
Railway, and nuy engine-houses, stables, carriage-houses, warehouses, and 
35 other buildings and worlcs requisite for the working of the said Light Railway. 


Gauge and other Particulars. 

S. The gauge of the railway shall be 5 feet 3 inches, and the same where 
constructed as a Light Railway shall be worked subject to the regulations as 
to Weight of locomotives, carriages, and vehicles, contained in section 28 of the 
^ Regulation of Railways Act, 1868, and to such further conditions and regula- 
tions as the Board of Trade may fixim time to time impose or m e under the 
provisions of smd Act. 

[157.] A 2 
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4 Trmiways Order in Cotmcil (Ii'eland) (Athenry [64 Vict.] 
and Tmm S>ailway)» 

A.D. 1890. Compulsory PiirchasR of Landst. 

4. From and after the time when this Order becomes binding, the Promoters 
shall be empowered to put in force the provisions of the Lands Clauses Acts, 

■with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement, 

■with reference to the lands and premises within the limits of deviation in the said 5 
deposited plans. 

The powers of compulsory purchase conferred by this Order shall not be 
exercised after the expiration of three years from the time •when this Order 
becomes binding. The 42nd section of the Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1860, 
shall not apply to any lands req.uired for the undertaking, jq 

Time ftw Completion, 

5. The Promoters shall complete and finish ready for use the smd Railway, 

and shall provide the rolling stock mentioned in the Schedule to the agreement 
herein-after refen'ed to, within three years from the date of this Order becoming 
binding* 1 5 

Co}i/irmation of Presentment of Grand Jury. 

6. The presentment of the Grvand Jury of the county of Mayo, which is set 
out in the Schedule to this Order, is hereby confirmed so far as it relates to the 
charge to be defrayed in perpetuity by the baronies constituting the entire 
county of Mayo for payment of dividends at the rate of 4 per centum per *20 
annum upon £98,000, the guaranteed paid-up capital of the nudertaking as 
limited by this Order, and so far as it relates to the liability of tbe same 
baronies to provide for the completing, working, and maintaining of the under- 
taking. 

Limit of Guarantee, 25 

7. The capital to ■which the guarantee set out in the said Presentment shall 

apply is hereby limited to the sum of £98,000. The guarantee shall apply to so 
much of the capital so limited as is for the time being actually paid up. Such 
capital shall only be issued or called up as same is from time to time required 
for any of the purposes of this Order. 30 

Dividendst 

8. The dividends ou the said capital of the Company shall be due and 
payable half yearly on every 1st day of May and 1st day of November, the first 
dividend to be paid on whicliever of said days shall first occur after the said 
undertaldng shall be fully completed, and taken over by the Waterford and 35 
Limerick Railway Company, and opened by them for public trafiic. 

Appointment of Arhitrators, 

9» Tbe Board of Trade ’shall on or before the 1st day of May or 1st day of 
November, whichever shall first occur after the opening of the said Light 
Railway for traffic, and from time to time afterwords as any vacancy shall 4 () 
occur, appoint for the same county the Arbitrators provided by the 6th Section 
of the Tramways and Public Companies (Irelnnd) Act, 1883, and the 
Promoters shall, on or before the 20th day of June and the 20th day of 
December in eveiy year* make out and deliver to tbe said Arbitrators an

account for tlie then preceding half-year, ending on the aaid 30th day of A.D. \i>m, 

April or 31st day of October, aho^ving the amount of the paid-up [capital of the 

said undertaking, and a further account of all the receipts of every nature and 
kind for the then preceding half-year ending on the said 30th day of April or 
5 31st day of October, arising in any manner from the said undertaking and the 
expenditure thereof, and the said arbitrators shall deliver their certificate in 
writing to the Secretary of the Grand Jury of said county before the 1st day of 
June and 1st day of December in each year, ascertaining and determining 
the amount in each lialf-year payable under said presentment by the said 
10 parts of baronies in respect of the said undertaking, and tlie said certificate 
shall be laid by the said Secretary before the Grand Jury of the said county 
at the Assizes next after he shall have received the same, and the sum men- 
tioned in said certificate shall be presented for and raised and paid to the 
Promoters and applied by them in the manner provided by the 7th section 
15 of the said Act, in respect of the certificate therein mentioned. 

JRepresentation of Baronies, 

J 0. The several baronies in the county of Mayo shall be repi-eaented in the 
direction and supervision of the affairs and finance of the Company, so far as it 
relates to said Light Railway in manner following : — Each barony in the said 
20 county shall, by resolution at Presentment Sessions held in and for the said 
bai-ony next after confirmation of this Order in Council by Parliament, elect 
one director to hold ofl&ce for such period as such resolution may direct, and 
may fi-om time to time in each succeeding year by like resolution, fill up any 
vacancy in the office of such baronial director and appoint another, and each of 
25 such baronial directora shall represent the barony for which he is appointed in 
the direction or supervision of the affairs and finances of the Company, so far as 
relates to the ssud Light Railway. 

11, Each barony in the said Coutriy of Mayo may appoint an auditor at 
Presentment Sessions with power to inspect the books of the Company relating 

30 to the said undertaking at reasonable times, and may from time to rime fill auy 
vacancy by such resolution in the office of such auditor, and appoint any other 
in his room. 

12. The Promoters shall, in addition to the statutory deposit, lodge or invest 
in the names of the Secretary of the Grand Jury of the county of Mayo and 

35 of Frederick T. Lowin, E.sq. (or such other person as the Grand Jury of the 
county of Mayo at any Assizes may appoint, should he, the said Frederick T. 

Lewin, for any reason be un.able or unwilling to accept the trust), a sum eijnal 
to ten per cent, on the sum of £98,000 ; the said deposit or investment to he in 
debenture stock of any Railway Company approved by the Solidtor of the 
40 Gmnd Jury of the county of hlayo, or in any Government Stock, or in cash ou 
deposit in the Bank of Ireland or with the National Bank, Limited; the said 
deposit or investment to be held as security for the completion of the under- 
tnkiQg, and upon the opening of the line for public traffic the said sum or 
investment and all interest accrued thereon shall be paid back to the Promoters ; 

45 I’ut in the event of the undertaking not being completed and opened within the 
time limited by this Order or the Act of Parliament confirming the .“yune, 
then the said Kum or investment shall be held in trust to make good to the 
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6 Tramways Order in Conndl {Irelcmd) (Aihenry [64Vict.] 
and Tuam JRailway), 

A.D. 1890. connt 7 of Mayo all loss and damage theretofore caused bj such non-compliance 
and the surplus, if any, shall be paid back to the Promoters. 

13. The remuneration of the directors of the Company, whether elected by 
the shareholders or appointed by the baronies, shall be £l for each director 
for hia attendance at board meetings, and the cost of his locomotion to attend 5 
such meeting. There ahtdl be not less than one meeting in each quarter of 
the year, of which not less than one week’s notice shall be given to each 
director, and the place of meeting shall be at such place as the directors from 
time to time may appoint. 

Treasury Guarantee. IQ 

14. When in any half-year after the opening for traffic of the said Light 
Itailways the said baronies have paid to tlie Company any sums in respect of 
guaranteed dividend, exclusive of any sum paid in respect of the completing, 
worldng, or maintainin of the undertaking, the Treasury shall, if and so long 

as the Railway is ma ntained in working order and carries traffic, authorise the 15 
Board of Works, out of moneys provided by Parliament, to pay to the Treasurer 
of the county, to be put to the account of the said baronies in the proportion of 
the sums paid by them, a sum amounting to one-half of the sums so paid by 
them in respect of guaranteed dividend, exclusive as aforesaid, during such half- 
year, but so, nevertheless, that the sum so authorised to be paid shall not exceed 20 
a sum equal to interest at the rate of 2 per cent per annum on the paid-up 
capital, limited as aforesaid. 

Pou'cr to cross Roads. 

15. The Promoters may subject to the provisions of the Acts incorporated 
herewith and of this Order for tlie pui’poses of the said Raihvay and construction 25 
thereof, cross, alter or divert, temporarily or permanently, any roads, railways, 
streets, highways, streams, sewers, pipes, or other works. The Promoters shall 
not cross, alter, or divert, or in any way interfere with any telegraphic line of 
the Postmaster-General, except in accordance with and subject to the provisions 

of the Telegraph Act, 1878. The expression “Telegraphic Line ” has the same SO" 
meaning in this clause as in the Telegraph Act, 1878. 

Notice to County Surveyor. 

16. Before the Promoters commence to open or bx'eak up a street or high 
road, they shall give to the County Surveyor of the county in which such street 

or road is situate, notice of their intention to do so, such notice to be given 35 
forty -eight hours before the commencement of the work, 

' Sxi.peri7itendence hy County Surveyor. 

17. The Promoters shall not open or break up any street or rood, save and 
except with the approval and under the superintendence of the said County 
Surveyor, unless he neglects or refuses to give such superintendence at the time 40 
specified in the notice of the Promoters, or discontinues the same during the 
work. The County Surveyor sliall be paid by the Promoters such reasonable 
remuneration for the duties hereby imposed upon him as may be directed by 
the Lord Lieutenant by any general or special Order.

Restoring Roads. A.D. l.SJKK 

18. The Promoters shall, afler liaring opened or broken up a street or high 

road, with all convenient speed complete the work on account of which they 
opened or broke up tho same, and (subject to the formation of the said Light 

5 Railway) fill in the ground, level and make good the surface, and generally 
restoi'e the street or high road to as good a condition as that in ivhich it was 
Ix'fore it was opened or broken up, and clear away all rubbish occasioned 
thereby. They shall during such period as the street or the high road may be 
opened or broken up, cause the place \vhere the sti-eet or high rood is opened or 

10 broken up to be fenced and watched, and to be properly lighted at night. 

Alteration of Level of Roads 

19. If any authority having the control of any road or street along or across 
which any o the Light Railway authorized by thi.'- O.der is laid hereafter alter 
the level of such road or street, the Promoter i chnll, from time to time, alter 

15 their rails, and lay them so that they shall not he a danger or annoyance to the 
ordinary traffic on the road or street. 

Expenses of Repairs. 

20. The Promoters shall pay all reasonable expenses of the rcpiu-s of the 
sti*eets and high roads upon which tliey shall have constructed any part of 

20 the said Light Railway for six mondis after the same shall have been restored 
so lar as those expenses ore increased by the opening or breaking up of the 
street or road. 

Maintenance of Sidings and Rails. 

21. The Promoters shall, at their own expense, maintain and repair all 

25 sidings on which any of the sold Light Railway shall be laid. 

Rotoer to enfarce Obligations of Promoters. 

22. In case the Promoters shall, nt any time, fail or neglect to carry out any 
work of maintenancf! or repair imposed upon them by this Order after the 
expiration of four days from tlic service on them of a notice in writing by the 

30 County Surveyor or liis assistants, it shall be lawful for any two magistrates of 
the county, without prejudice to any other remedy in tliat behalf, to order any 
work for maintenance or repair as aforesaid to be executed by the Promoters 
at their own expense' within such time as the said magisti’ates shall direct, and 
in default thereof, it shall bo lawful for the County Surveyor to cause said work 

35 to he executed, and the Promoters shall, on demand by the County Surveyor, 
pay to him all cxpen.^c.s incurred in the execution thereof. 

Right as to Roads. 

23. The Promoters t^hall not be deemed to acquire any right other than that 
of user only in the soil of nny street or high road along or across which they 

40 may lay their Light llailway. 

xiddxtional Powers as to Crossings and fVbrhs. 

24. The Promoters may, subject to the provisions of this order, from time to 
time make all such crossings, passing-places, sidings, junctions, and other works 
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8 Tramicaya Order in Council {Ireland) {Athenry [64 Vict.] 
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A.D. lyDO. in addition to those particularly mentioned in the said deposited plans and 

sections as may from time to time be necessary or convenient for the efficient 

working of the smd Railway, or for providing access to any stables, carriacre- 
honses, engine-houses, warehouses, or works of the Promoters. 

Temporary Works, 5 

25. If and whenever it shall become necessary for the purpose of repair or 
other similar or temporary purposes to remove or close any pai*t of the said 
Light Railway, the Promoters may lay down and maintain for the time 
necessary, but no longer, on some other part of the same Light Emlway, or 
on an adjoining part of the road, a temporar}' Light Railway instead of the 10 
part removed or closed, and may maintain and use the same until the part so 
removed or closed is remstated. 


Tolls, 

26. The Promoters shall be entitled to demand and take such tolls and 
charges as shall not exceed the maximum tolls and rates of charges which are 15 
specified in the Schedule to the Tramw'ays (Ireland) Act, 1860, or any amend- 
ment thereof, or under any Act for the regulation of Railways, 

Li%t of Tolls. 

27. A list of aU the tolls and chai'ges authorized to be taken shall be 
exhibited in a conspicuous place, upon the premises of the Company, at each 20 
station of the said Light Railway. 

Form of Rail, 

28. The form of rail wherever laid along or across the public road shall be 
approved by the said County Surveyor, but in the event of the promoters being 
dissatisfied with his decision they slmll be at at liberty to appeal to the Bow’d 25 
of Trade, whose decision stall be final. 

Roof Loading. 

29. No passengers nor goods shall be carried ou the roof of any waggon or 

carriage except with the permission of the Board of Trade, and subject to any 
conditions which they may impose. 30 

Motive Power. 

30. The can’iages used on the smd Light Railway may, subject to the 
provisions of this order, be moved by animal power or steam power, or any 
mechanical power. The exercise of tlie powers hereby confciTcd with respect 

to the use of steam or any mechanical power shall bo subject to any regulations gg 
which may be prescribed by any order which the Board of Trade may, and 
which they are hereby empowered to make from time to time, as and when 
they may think fit, for securing to the public all reasonable protection against 
danger in the exercise of the powers by this order confoiTed with respect to the 
use of steam or any mechanical power on the Light Rfulway. 
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-Fences and Walls. A.D. Ib90, 

31. Before the Light Railway sliall be opened for tmffic the promoters shall 
erect and complete all such new fences, railings, and walls, and strengthen, 
improve and alter all such existing fences, railings, or walls as the County 
5 Surveyor shall consider necessary to make tiie Light Railway, and any street 
or road in or along which the Light Railway shall be kid in such county safe 
for the use of the public, and shall thereafter maintain and keep the same in 
good order, repair, and condition, to the satisfaction of the County Surveyor for 
the time being for such county, and if in the construction oF the said Light 

10 Railway any existing stone depots shall be taken or rendered useless, the pro- 
moters shall construct an e<iual number of depots of the some dimensions as 
tiiose taken or rendered useless in such places as the said County Surveyor 
shall direct. 

Costs of Order, 

15 32. The cost?, charges, and expenses of obtaining tins order including the 

amount of any deposit required to be made under the said Acts or by this 
order, and the expenses inemred by the Grand Jury of the County of Mayo 
in relation thei’eto, shall be paid by the Promoters out of the paid-up capital 
of tlie C'ompany. 

20 Keejnng of Accounts. 

33. The promoters shall keep full true and distinct books of account showing 
the capital of the undertaking and its receipts fi’om every source, and its 
expenditure, and they shall keep and preserve all receipts and other documents 
necessary for vouching same, and shall at all times produce the said books, 

25 receipts, and documents for the inspection of such person or persons as the 
Grand Jury of the County of Ma}'o may from time to time appoint to examine 
same, and also of such pei*son or persons as the Treasury may from time to time 
appoint for the like purpose, and also of the arbitrators appointed pursuant to 
section 6 of the Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

30 Audit o f Accounts. 

34. The accounts of the undertaking shall be audited once in each year, by 
fome fit and proper person to be appointed from time to time for that purpose 
by the Grand Jury of the county of Mayo, and the Promoters shall produce for 
the inspection and examination of such auditor their books of account, and all 

35 receipts and documeuts necessary for vouching same, and supply the auditor 
with all such fiirther information as may be reasonably required by liim for the 
purpose of auditing the said accounts. The expenses of the audit shall he paid 
by the Promoters, and in case of difference as to their amount, tliey sh.all pay 
such sum in resj^ect of the said expenses as may be fixed by the Lord Lieutenant 

40 by any general or special Order. It shall be the duty of the Grand Jury of 
the county of Mayo to appoint at each Spring Assizes an auditor for the 
purposes aforesaid, and the auditor shall, on or before the 13th Maj’ following 
his appointment, furnish a statement of the result of tlie audit, with a summary 
c£ the accounts of the undertaking since the last preceding audit to the Oom- 

45 missionprs of Public Works in Ireland, and also to the Secrelniy of the said 
[lu7.] 35 
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1890. Gmucl Jury. In case an auditor dies or declines to act, or becomes incapable 
of acting, the Grand Jury may at any Assizes appoint auotlier fit and proper 
person to be auditor in his place, who sliall proceed to audit the accounts and 
to furnish the statements specified in this paragraph within a reasonable time 
after his appointment. 5 

Inspection of Works. 

35. It shall be the duty of the County Surveyor of the county of Mayo, 
once in each year or oftener, if he consider it necessary, to inspect the line, 
sidings, and other works, and the engines, rolling stock and plant of the under- 
taking, and to furnish to tl)e Grand Juiy of said county at the Summer Assizes, 10 
und also at tlie Spring Assizes, if he consider it necessary, a report as to the 
state of repair and condition of tlie said line, sidings, works, engines, rolling 
stock and plant, and as to such other matters in connexion therewith as he may 
think proper, and he shall furnish to the Board of Works a copy of evei*y such 
report. He shall be paid for the said inspection and report such sum as the 15 
Lord Lieutenant may fix by general or special order. 

Arhitrution. 

36. If any difference should arise between the Promoters and the County 
Surveyor concerning the placing of the said Light Railway, or 0 ])ening or 
breaking up any street or road, or any of the matters referred to in paragraph 2 20 
of this Order, the same shall be left to the arbitration of an Engineer to be 
appointed by the Board of Trade, and the Promoters shall pay the expenses of 
.such nrbitmtiou. 

Confirmation of Workiny Ayrecmcni. 

37. The agreement of the 19tli day of September, 1890, entered into between 25 
tire Pi'omoters and the Waterford and Limerick Railway Company pursuant to 
the terms of said Presentment, is hereby sanctioned, and the Waterford and 
Limerick Railway Company shall efficiently work, manage, and maintain said 
Light Railway in good order and condition upon the terms of said agreement 

Miscellaneous Prooisions. 30 

38. The Promoters may, subject to the approval of the Board of Trade, and 
to the provisions of said presentment, from time to time enter into contracts, 
agreements or arrangements with any other Company for the leasing, working, 
use, construction, interchange of traffic, management and maintenance of the

thereof, or upon the Light Railways of the Promoters, and to enter into and 
carry into effect agreements in reference to such additional rails and the costs 
thereof. 
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Junctions. ^ 

39. The Promoters may from time to time, form jnaotions with the railways 
of the Midland Great Western of Ireland Bailway Company, and of the 
Athenry and Tuam Railway Company within the limits of delation 8ho^^■n 

5 on the deposited plans, subject to the provisions of the Railways Clauses 
Consolidation Act, 1863, which is hereby incorporated with tins Order. 

Provisions for securing the Completion and Maintenance of the Undertaking^ 
pursuant to the Tramways and PuUic Companies {Ireland) Act, 1883. 

40. The Promoter's shall complete the undertaking -within the time limited 
10 by this Order, and shall at all times efficiently work the undertaking, and shall 

at all limes maintain and keep in good condition and repair, and so as not to be 
a danger or annoyance to the ordinary traffic of any road on which the rails of

Provision for Pj'otcction of the Postmaster- General as to Conveyance of Mails 30

The provisions of the Railway and Canal Traffic Acts, 1873 and 
1888, relating to the conveyance of Mails by Railway Companies (subject ns 
hereinafter provided), and the provisions of the Post Office (Parcels) Act, 1882,

Pi'ovision for Protection of the Postmaster- General in the event of the Light

50. In the event of the said Liglit Railway being worked hy electricity, the 
following provisions shall luve effect : — 

(1.) The Promoters shall construct their electric lines and other works of 
all descriptions, and shall work their undertaking in all respects, with due 
regard to the telegraphic lines from time to time used or intended to be 
used by Her Majesty’s Postmaster-General, and the currents in sudi tele- 
graphic lines, and shall use every reasonable means in the construction of 
their electric lines and other works of all descriptions, and the working 
of their undertaking, to prevent injurious affection, whether by induction 
or otherwise, to such telegraphic lines or the currents thereiu.

distance of six feet on each side of such point), the Promoters or their 
agents, not more than twenty-eight nor less than fourteen days before 
commencing the work, shall give written notice to the Postmaster- 
General specifying the course of the line and the nature of the work, 
including the gauge of any wire, and the Promoters and their agents shall 
confonn with such reasonable requirements (either general or special) as 
may from time to time be made by the Postmaster-Genei'al for the 
purpose of preventing any telegraphic line of the Postmastei-- General from 
being injuriously affected by the said act or work. 

(i.) Any difference which arises between the Postnuister-General and the 
Promoters or their agents with respect to any requirements so made shall 
be determined by arbitration. 

(3.) In the event of any contravention of or ^vilful non-compliance with this 
section by the Promoters or their agents, the Promoters shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding ten pounds for eveiy day during which such contra- 
vention or non-compliance continues, or if the telegraphic communication 
is wilfully interrupted, not exceeding fifty pounds for every day on which 
such intemiption continues.

(5.) For the pni-poses of this section a telegraphic^ line of the Postmaster- 
General shall he deemed to be injuriously affected by an act or work if 
telegraphic communication by means of such line is, whether tlirough 
induction or othei*wise, in any manner affected by such act or work or by 
any use made of such work. 

( 6 .) For the piu-posea of this section and subject as therein provided, sections 2, 

8 , 9, 10, 11, and 12 of the Telegraph Act, 1878, 4*1 & 42 Vict., c. 76, 
shall be deemed to be incorporated with this Order as if the Promoters 
were undertakers within the meaning of those sections, without prejudice

And 5 
whereas, the Company duly made application to the Grand Jury of the county
